DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-107 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious, a system for aligning a 
first plane with reference to a second plane that includes a light source connected to the main 
part of the device in a position to emit a scattered light beam, the scattered hght beam having a 
first scattering angle in one direction and smaller scattering angles in other direction, whereby 
the scattered light beam is in a scattering plane, in combination with the rest of the Umitations of 
claims 17, 22, 36, and 84. 

Regarding claims 25, 43, and 82-83, the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious, a system for aligning a first plane with reference 
to a second plane that includes light source connected to the main part of the device in a position 
to emit a light beam with a scattering angle in a scattering plane, wherein the scattering plane is 
essentially parallel to the plane of the first plane, in combination with the rest of the limitations 
of the claims. 

As to claims 79 and 81, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a system for aligning a first plane with reference to a second plane 
that includes a light source and a plurality of contact points wherein the contact points are 
displaceable relative to each other and/or to the main body, wherein the contact points are 
movable between different position in a plane defined by the physical dimensions of the device, 
and independent of position, allowing the device to transfer a position and direction from the first 
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plane in two directions that are essentially mutually perpendicular, in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of the claims.
